Underwriters Will Renew 


The Effort fo Improve 


Fire Fighting Facilities 


Renewed efforts will be made by 


the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers to improve the fire fighting 
and fire prevention facilities in New- 
ark, as recommended in the report 
of the engineers of this board, made 
in May, 1912, following an investi- 
gation of several weeks in Newark, 
hence the visit to Newark of J. H. 
Rowland, an engineer for the Under- 
writers' committee on fire preven- 
tion. 
- Mr. Howland arrived Friday and 
besides visiting some of the city of- 
•ficials. he is inter\iewing some or 
the more prominent business men 
and manufacturers, in an effort to 
interest them in the 
recommenda- 


tions, and urge their support of the 
officials of the city, should they see 
their way clear to put the 
recom- 


mendations into effect. 


Briefly, Mr. Howland, for the Un- 


derwriters, recommends the installa- 
tion of an additional pumping unit 
at the water plant, a duplicate 16- 
inch discharge main from the pump 
room to connect -with the two pres- 
ent force mains :to make 
certain 


connections in the business district 
between the old and new water sys- 
tems to take care of any heavy draft 
on the water supply jn case 
of 
a 


serious fire, motor trucks in place of 
the two antiquated units of fire ap- 
paratus now at headquarters, an im- 
provement and extention of the fire 
alarm system and the adoption of a 
building code to govern the con- 
struction of buildings and the Na- 
tional electric code to control elec- 
tric wiring in buildings. 


Mr. Howland said that this looked 


like a whole lot to ask at one time,] 
but he pointed out that most of the] 
things could be accomplished with a j 
nominal expenditure of money. 
He] 


regarded the proposed bond issue of 
$12,000 for motor 
fire 
apparatus 


haraiy sufficient for the purchase of | 
proper equipment, especially if an. 
effort is made to include the pur- i 
chase of a motor patrol. 
| 


He criticised the custom in vogue j 


here of using 
the 
telephone 
for 


transmitting fire alarms, urging the! 
extentions and improvement of the 
present system which he regarded In- 
adequate. 


The use of the telephone, he said, 


resulted in confusion 
and 
delays, 


which were disastrous to successful 
fire 
fighting. 


He pointed out the evil of a small 


force cf firemen showing that tbf> 
department was weakened 
several 


hours a day while the men were go- 
ing to their meals, enjoy'ng 
their 


one day vacaflon per week or while 
they were on their annual vacation. 
He recommended the employment of 
additional men, to bring the fire' de- 
partment up to the proper plane of 
efficiency. 


"The National 
Board of 
Under- 


writers," said Mr. Howland, "will is- 
sue in a short time a bulletin report 
commenting on these recommenda- 
tions. It is to be hoped that 
the 


business men 
and 
manufacturers, 


will see the importance of lending 
their support and co-operation to the 
adoption of these recommendations."

CHRIST, A MIRACLE; 


PREACHER'S WORK; 


KOEHNE'S TOPICS 


"There are two kinds of church- 
goers," declared Dr. 
" John 
B 


Koehne, Friday night, in his fifth 
lecture 
on "The Personality 
oi 


,Jesus," at the First 
Presbyterian 


church. 
"There is the kind that, 


like the morning-glory, grows an(i 
blossoms in the warmth of the sun, 
only to wilt and lall to^the ground 
as the sun gets hotter and hotter. 
Then, there is the kind that, like 
the good, old sunflower that mothei 
used to grow, broadens and develops 
in the glare of the hottest &un. So 
it is with some people who, in the 
aftermath o,f the revival, drop out 
and are lost to sight ,while others 
there are who will broaden and de- 
velop in the heat of the hottest ser- 
mons." 


The church, its place in the com- 


munity; the minister, and his rela- 
tion to the people «.a carrying out 
the functions of his office; the bus- 
iness man and the labor world in 
their attitude toward one another, 
and the real 
doctrine of 
human 


br6therhood; the various denomina- 
tions with their 
equally various 


creeds, each a phase in tlie vital 
theme of Christianity, were touched 
upon by Dr. Koehne. 


That Christ was a miacle; 
the 


greatest moral revelation, and no1 
the result of an accident, was the 
basis of the speaker's defense of 
Christianity. In his introductory re- 
marks, Dr. Koehne said, that it was 
the personality of,Jesus and not the 
Disciples, or Bible, that was the faith 
of our Christianity. 


In touching on the work done by 


the 
minister, Dr. Koehne said: 


"Your minister is here 
to 
deliver 


Christ's Word to you. He is an ex- 
pert in his profession, just as the 
pnysician or lawyer is in his. You 
would no more think of going into a 
lawyer's office and telling him how 
to state a case than you would of 
going into the office of a phyiscian 
^nd try to handle his work, yet bus- 
iness men, who do not deny the au- 
thority of the law, will 
come to 


church and deny the authority ol 
Christ by denying the statements of 
the minister who is Christ's messen- 
ger to you. 


"The minister is 
not 
here 
to 


preach what he thinks, but what the 
words of the ne "wtestament say he 
shall preach. 


"When Billy Sunday comes 
to 


town everybody works with him- 
when the minister 
gets , to work, 


everybody goes fishing." 


In regard 
to the work accom- 


plished by the foreign missionaries, 
Dr. Kohene said: 
"Show 
me the 


man that will say to me that he does 
not believe in foreign missions, and 
I will call in the patrol wagon and 
have him taken to the bug-house. 


"Where were your ancestors 200,- 


000 years ago? 
Darwin says they 


were hanging by their tails in the 
heart of African forests. Where were 
your ancestors 2000 years ago? you 
blue-eyed Saxons. They were drink- 
ing wine from skulls - in 
northern 


Europe, dressed in the skins of wild 
^animals. And we drink wines from 
the skull, for the saloon is a skull 


-the death's-head." 
That there was a hell and a heaven 


was Dr. Koehne's argument against 
skepticism's objection to Christianity. 


" "This frightful alternative, which 


the skeptic declares to be but pre- 
sumption, and his idea that if he but 
could 
see Christ 
face-to-face, he 


would believe in Christianity, is the 
skeptic's objection to the faith in 
Jesus," said the doctor in closing, 
"but in the light of justice there 
must foe some reparation, some pun- 
ishment for the crimes we commit 
here. I do not believe that we have 
our hell here on earth."

G OIK'S a (via Paris). Jan. 9.—The 


Austrian* have been causiht in a trap 
skillfully set by-Generals Uuzsky and 
IvanolT. according to advices from a 
Hungarian source receised here with- 
out lirst passing the hands of the 
Austrian censor. 


In conformity with 
the Russian 


plan the advices say, the Austrian 
columns, pushing toward the Nida 
river, found themselves stopped by 
marshy ground. 
At the same time 


the Russians attacking Cracow sud- 
denly abandoned their original plan, 
but resumed their attack in a totally 
unexpected manner. 


V.'ith the Russian army occupying 


the most important positions of the 
Carpathians from the side of Boch- 
nia. the Austrian army can advance 
no further towards Warsaw, for the 
only roads across the marshes are 
miiicd and strongly held by the Rus- 
sians. 
On the other hand the Aus- 


trians are obliged to defend Cracow, 
and because of the Russian man- 
euvers can only meet the Russians 
along the line from Weiliczka to 
Bochnia under the most unfavorable 
conditions. 


The Austrian\ 
commander being 


unable to discern whether the Rus- 
sians intended to occupy Hungary or 
attack Cracow, or both, lost five or 
six days, and it is no%\ too late, the 
advices say. to carry out the move- 
ment of the troops necessary to op- 
pose the Russian maneuvers.
